Betw een 1954 and 1962, Stern 
said those em ployed in industry-

Governor Romney didn’t bring up the big guns to rec­ 
ommend specifics in his State of the State address to the 
Legislature, deferring until later major recommendations. 
He wants to get the April vote on the new Constitution out 
of the way first, for one thing. 
The message was conservative and an obvious approach 
shot. Governor Romney can be counted upon to be specific, 
but he has obviously set up a timetable for action which 
doesn’t call for action yet on spending and taxing reform. He 
says they’re both badly needed, but that he’s set up a task 
force to study state spending and he wants its report before 
calling for action. 
This led the Democrats to charge delay. Democratic 
State Chairman Joe Collins said the address was an hour 
long program for inaction. Lieut Gov. T. John Lesinski said 
it was a “very plodding approach’’ to the needs of the state. 
And the Detroit Free Press said it was a businessman gov­ 
ernor’s businesslike approach.

What can 
we do to help him if he starts to 
have a seizure? How will

disease affect his education, oc­ 
cupation, and marriage? 
A—If those around

can tell by his crying out or 
rolling his eyes that an attack is 
starting they can, if they are close 
enough, prevent him from falling. 
A cork, wadded handkerchief or 
wooden pencil should be forced as 
far back bc'tween his 
teeth as 
possible taking care not to get 
your own lingers 
bitten. 
This 
will prevent him from biting his 
tongue. 
Every effort must be made to 
bring his attacks under control 
before trying to plan his future. 
If modern treatm ent succeeds in 
controlling his attacks he should 
be able to lead a normal life as 
regards his schooling, his work 
and marriage.

Like She Does In America 
By JEAN WORTH 


PARIS — The Louvre here is 
the greatest art museum in Eu­ 
rope. First a defense post of the 
city wall and later the royal resi­ 
dence, it has for a long time been 
an art gallery. 
(Culture buffs have tried to in­ 
terest Americans in the Louvre 
and its treasures for many years. 
Currently the visit of the Mona 
Lisa to America for showings in 
the National Gallery of Art in 
Washington and in New York 
City is making a more successful 
bid for Yankee attention than any 
European art loan in American 
history, not excepting the great 
interest in the showing of Vincent 
Van Gogh’s paintings in American 
cities.) 
(Some 10,000 persons filed four 
abreast past the painting in the 
National Gallery in the first day 
of public showing. They averaged 
eight minutes of waiting in line 
and four seconds looking at the 
picture.) 
Where Crowds Go 
Here in Paris where the Mona 
Lisa is at home (it was stolen 
and missing for two years, 1911- 
1913) there is no need to ask a 
guard in the great palace of the 
Louvre where the Mona Lisa is. 
You have only to follow the traf­ 
fic and it will almost unerringly 
sweep you along to the long gal­ 
lery and a spot in front of the 
Mona Lisa. There will be a group 
in front of the picture, coming and 
going, and usually there’s a paint­ 
er down front copying the master­ 
piece. 
The guide explains: “It is the 
only picture in the Louvre cov­ 
ered with glass to protect it.” 
And the visitor walks away notic­ 
ing that many other pictures in 
the palace are also covered with 
glass and wondering how much of 
the spiel he can believe. 
The public reaction to the Mona 
Lisa may be marked by quite a 
bit of disappointment, 
but 
so 
what? It has had such a build-up 
that the non-arty person probab­ 
ly goes to see it expecting some­ 
thing as spectacular as Da Vin­ 
ci’s Last Supper (in Milan). He, 
is told, “This is it,” and looks up­ 
on a quiet little (2’ 6” x I’ 9” ) 
painting of a woman, no beauty, 
with the famous enigmatic smile, 
like an Italian sphinx. There’s 
much less mystery about the pic­ 
ture than 
about that quizzical 
smile. 
The Greatest 
No m atter what people here (and 
in W ashington and New York) 
may say about the Mona Lisa, i t ! 
is a great picture, usually rated the ; 
greatest in the world. This rating I 
has endured for many years now 
(it was painted in 1500-1504, less; 
than a decade after Columbus dis- j 
covered America) and is not to be I 
upset by any popularity poll. And 
besides people are apt to do a 
second take on it. Having expect- j 
ed too much initially, they may be |

earth and regard the painting as 
something worldly. 
The portrait is of Mona (M a­ 
donna, Madame) Lisa G herardi- 
ni, who became the third wife in 
1495 of Francesco del Giocondo 
and thus was called La Gioconda. 
Its painter, Leonardo, was born in 
the village of Vinci near Florence 
and so is known as Leonardo (of) 
da Vinci. He was not only one of 
the greatest artists of the Italian 
Renaissance and of world history, 
but also was one of the greatest 
experim ental scientists of his age. 
He was a prodigious scientist-art- 
ist who turned his hand to almost 
every artistic and engineering ex­ 
pression available in 
his 
time, 
from music to aviation. 
Many Copies Made 
Da Vinci painted the Mona Lisa 
in Florence and had it in hand for t 


four years. It’s not to be supposed 
that he worked on it all that time. 
Devotion of application does not 
make great art. Francis I of France 
bought it for 4,000 gold crowns a 
few years later. Many copies of it 
have been made; some of them by 
pupils of Leonardo, so that you’ll 
find Mona Lisas in Munich, Ma­ 
drid, St. Petersburg, Rome, Flo­ 
rence, Como, London and else­ 
where, but the Real McCoy, as 
they say in American ring circles, 
is the one in the Louvre here now 
on loan in America.

It 
is the famed Winged Victory or 
Nike of Samothrace, 
found 
in 
1863 on the island of Samothrace 
in the Aegean Sea. It was found 
in many fragm ents later pieced to­ 
gether. 
The statue had been set up by 
the Greeks to honor Nike, the god­ 
dess of victory and it’s not known 
who made it or when. Some schol­ 
ars think it dates to about 300 B. 
C., others think it was created 
later. It is one of the finest sur­ 
viving examples of the sculpture 
of the Hellenistic period of Greece. 
Visitors can see it from some dis­ 
tance, unlike the Mona Lisa, and 
can approach it with proper awe. 
It is large, headless and arm ­ 
less, minus patches of surface on 
the back, and topping a fragm ent 
of cornice, but immensely com­ 
pelling of adm iration for the a rt­ 
ist who could create so magnifi­ 
cently so long ago. 
The other part of the Louvre’s 
great trium vir is the Venus de 
Milo or Venus of Melos. Melos, 
or Milo is a Greek Island in the 
Aegean Sea now famous as the 
place where the statue of Venus 
was found by a peasant in 1820. 
For hundreds of years the statue 
had rem ained in a cave near the 
ruins of an ancient theater and 
during the centuries had suffered 
much damage. It was in two parts 
when found and parts of the arms 
were found with it, along with a 
pedestal and inscription, 
which 
later disappeared and were never 
found. 
New World Visitor 
The French ambassador to T ur­ 
key bought the statue and after it 
had been repaired gave it to King 
Louis 18th of France, who gave it 
to the Louvre. No one knows who 
made the Venus de Milo nor when 
but it is believed to have been 
erected in the first or second cen­ 
tury B. C. 
Among the American artists who 
tried to create greater American 
interest in the Louvre’s art among 
Americans was Samuel 
Finley 
Breese Morse. He’s famous and 
fam iliar 
to 
all 
Americans 
al­ 
though they may have forgotten 
his name. He invented the elec­ 
tric telegraph. 
In 1832 Morse was one of Am er­ 
ica's best painters and he painted 
“The Louvre” to show untraveled 
Americans some of 
the 
great 
paintings 
in 
this museum. The 
Mona Lisa is one of the many pic­ 
tures which Morse painted in his 
“The Louvre,” along with a Last 
Supper, a Descent from the Cross, 
some madonnas, landscapes and 
portraits. And in this picture the 
Mona Lisa is properly small, too, 
but so strikingly sculptured 
that 
she stands forth prominently. 
Morse boarded ship for Ameri­ 
ca with his canvases in 1832 a 
painter and disembarked an in­ 
ventor. 
And now the Mona Lisa herself, 
created in Florence and resident 
of Paris, has come to the New 
World which was discovered so 
few years before Da Vinci created 
her.
